Paris seems to hav e proved that bees 
possess a sjtecial directiv e sense like 
carrier pigeons. 
They ran fly for two 
miles from the hive and are then able 
to return after gathering their supply 
of honey . 
Langstroth and others be­ 
liev e that vision comes into play and 
that bees can see f« /r a great distance 
and can also note object« on the way 
s»> as to find their path. 
Others, with Dadent, 
believ e 
that 
b« *ea are guided by a sense of smell, 
and that they can smell flowers at a 
distance of one and a half miles.

Bonnier finds that neither sight

smell is necessary to the b ees
